Golden Guernsey — Yoder’s 

Golden Guernsey Milk is officially being sold in Lancaster County, 
Pa., showing off the unique attributes of Guernsey fluid milk. Lucky 
Layla drinkable yogurt, made largely from Guernsey milk, was se- 
lected as the best yogurt in the nation by the American Cheese So- 
ciety in August — a major win for this product from Lavon Farms 
in Texas. In reviewing the entries in the butter contest at that show, 
the Lucky Layla submission made it obvious that Golden Guernsey 
milk has lost none of its Golden color over the years. Brown Cow 
Ice Cream in New York and several small cheese makers around the 
country continue to prove the value of Golden Guernsey milk. 


Registrations — As we go to press with this last issue of the year, 
it is certainly within reason to think that we will record our third 
consecutive year of increased registrations - something that has not 
happened since 1947. 


Production — In the first three quarters of 2007, 32 new class-leading 
records have been made. More importantly, the average production 
of the breed as a whole continues to climb. While the breed’s genetic 
direction has clearly shifted to more emphasis on functional type and 
management traits, we continue to make progress for improved pro- 
duction and we must continue to do so to remain competitive. Our 
commitment as a breed to improve fat production is yielding results, 
lets not forget about protein! 


Young Sires — In 2006 and 2007, 30 young sires have been released 
for AI sampling. They represent a diverse group that includes some- 
thing to fit just about every breeding strategy. Among these 30, 19 
different sires and 15 different maternal grandsires are represented. 
This commitment to genetic diversity is unparalleled in recent years. 


Marketability — The highlight of the year from a marketing stand- 
point was certainly the $23,600 National Sale topper, Joke, who com- 
bined pedigree, performance and show ring appeal to draw interest 
from all over the industry. That sale achieved an all-time high aver- 
age for a National Sale, continuing to prove the value of deep pedi- 
grees. However, I will look back on the Upper Mid-West Spring Sale, 
held in April in Minnesota, as a tremendous day for our breed. 87 
animals averaged $2,450. Only one, a December calf, ever appeared 
in a National Show class. The market for these outstanding animals 
was driven by their deep pedigrees, profitable production levels and 
commercial appeal. This is how our breed will grow! 


Youth Involvement — In recent years, the AGA Youth Auction has 
regularly raised over $10,000 to help fund our youth programs. New

he January proof run may not bring 

any new bulls to the active A.I. list 

due to a lack of reliability; however, 
several bulls should receive their first proof 
and new daughters are popping up all over 
every month. 

One bull that most likely will not get re- 
leased until April is Aldens Russ-ET. Russ 
has a limited number of registered daugh- 
ters to begin with, making it imperative that 
we try to get as many classified as possible. 
So far I have been really impressed with the 
Russ daughters. The few that I have seen 
have a great combination of dairyness and 


strength. They have a high rear udder at- 
tachment and very good feet and legs. 

I have also started to see a few Flam- 
beau Manor Tiller Les-ET daughters. The 
ones I have seen thus far have great udders 
with strong attachments and very strong 
udder cleft. Some of them could be a little 
wider at the top of their rear udder and they 
could be a little sharper with more angular- 
ity. However, I think they have adequate 
strength, which will allow them to compete 
in a commercial environment and last for 
numerous lactations. 

Sniders Ronalds Alstar is a bull that al- 
ready has a proof and I am gaining more 
and more confidence in him all the time. 
The Alstar daughters are milking extremely 
well. They have a deep, open rib, strong 
udder cleft, and close teat placement. The 
daughters lack some width, especially 
through the rump. Some of the best Alstar 


daughters are out of cows with plenty of 


strength and width. I think he would make 
the best cross on Lorry, Tiller, or Royal Oak 
daughters. 

I am really anxious to see what the 
January proofs have in store for Rozelyn 
Glaciers Holiday. I continue to see Holiday 
daughters all over the country and I have 
yet to be disappointed. He consistently sires 
very youthful, well-attached udders with 
good teat placement. You do need to protect 


against strength, width, and substance. Ev- 
erything that I have seen leads me to believe 
that the Holiday daughters are milking a lot 
better than his -143M shows. A majority 
of the breeders that I have spoken with are 
happy with how their Holiday daughters are 
milking too, so I will be very disappointed 
if his milk production numbers do not in- 
crease. 

Edgewater Meadows Yogibear-ET 
daughters are starting to freshen as well, 
although I have only seen a couple milk- 
ing. The daughters I have seen have tre- 
mendous strength and substance of bone. 
Other than that, I have not seen enough of 
a pattern yet to tell you more. Several have 
classified pretty well though and he was a 
young sire with very high breeder satisfac- 
tion because of his diverse pedigree so I am 
anxious to see more daughters in the next 
few months. 

As we approach the Christmas holiday 
and take time to reflect on the past year, I 
am very thankful for all the friendships 
and camaraderie within the Guernsey fra- 
ternity. Thank you to everyone who served 
me a meal or put me up for the night over 
the past year as I have travelled the country. 
Guernsey breeders are second to none!! | 
hope that everyone and their families have 
a joyous holiday season.

The following is a recount of the past year 
by Ashley Elise Sears. She is the breeder

The 2007 show season was filled with 
many moments that took my breath away, 
and never in my dreams could I have imag- 
ined that my experiences on the Tan- 
bark this year would be so memo- 
rable. The show season began for me 
and my Guernsey 5-year old, Pis- 
tachio Pie, at the New York Spring 
Carousel held in Syracuse, NY. My 
mom exhibited Pie for me last year 
at the show because I was overseas, 
so this was the first time I was able 
to attend the show. The weather was 
less than desirable for April, with the 
temperature falling below 30 and 
snow falling outside. On show day, 
ice was forming on the ground and 
the snow was accumulating as show 
time approached. I was able to make 
it to the ring safely with Pie and won 
the 5-year old class, among many 
quality Guernseys. Later in the show, 
Pie and I went on to be named Sr. and 
Grand Champion of the Open and 
Junior Shows; the weather couldn’t 
even put a damper on the day! I was 
thrilled to have been able to make it 
to the show, and started looking for- 
ward to the shows that lay ahead. 

The months passed and soon 
it was time for the next show for 
Pie and I. It had been almost four 
months since our last show, and Pie 
was ready to compete. This time, we 
were competing at the first ever Massachu- 
setts All Breeds Championship Show, in 
Greenfield, Mass. The show attracted more 
than 200 cattle from the different breeds 
and some of the finest cows that MA has 
to offer. The Guernsey show was not large, 
but the quality ran deep throughout the 
classes. Pie and I were able to win Sr. and 
Grand Champion, and at the end of the day, 
we were named Supreme Champion of the 
newly formed show. My sights then turned 
to the National Show circuit and competing 
at the All American Dairy Show in Harris- 
burg, Pa., the following month. 

Amongst all the excitement and prepa- 
ration for the All American, I began my 
freshman year at Cornell University in 
Ithaca, NY. I called my parents often, to 


check on the status of Pie and to hear how 
things were falling into place. The phone 
bill would later reveal how often I called! 
I drove to Harrisburg with some of my 
friends from school and arrived there on 
Friday night. I had the weekend to talk with 
fellow Guernsey breeders and to help get 
Pie ready for the Junior show on Monday. 
When Monday arrived, my nerves started 
to set in, as well as the exhilaration of being 
able to exhibit at my first National Jr. show 
in 2007. The All American is home to the 
largest Junior show in the country, so qual- 
ity was not in short supply.

quickly replaced with extreme joy. 
Immediately following the Champion 
class, I had to take Pie to the other show ring 
for the Supreme Champion Pageant. Two of 
the Guernsey breed’s finest ambassadors, 
Marlys Weaver and Sandra Kirchner (2007 
Guernsey Queen and Princess, respec- 
tively) were my escorts during the contest. 
As the judges talked and wrote down their 
votes, I was hoping and praying that the fi- 
nal ballot would read, “Guernsey.” When 
the announcer exclaimed that Pie would be 
Supreme, I was overwhelmed with tears of 
joy. It was the first time a Guernsey won 
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Supreme of the Junior Show and it was an 
honor to be able to win over many other im- 
pressive cattle in attendance. I was unfor- 
tunately unable to stay for the Open Show 
(due to my classes at Cornell) but my mom 
called to inform me that Pie had not only 
won Grand, but she had been named Su- 
preme again...unbelievable! I was nothing 
short of ecstatic. With only two weeks till 
World Dairy Expo, my anticipation grew to 
an all-time high. Little did I know that in 
two weeks, the pinnacle of my show career 
would occur and the phrase “It’s the Guern- 
sey” would be spoken by breeders across 
the dairy industry. 

My arrival in Madison, Wis. 
marked the first time I was able 
to exhibit my Guernsey under the 
“Bright Lights” and compete on the 
world’s premier stage. I have had 
my animals shown before at Expo 
but this was the first year I was able 
to attend without having any prior 
commitments. The excitement began 
for me with the selling of Pie’s son, 
Indian Acres Challenge The Pie, in 
the World Classic Sale on Thursday 
evening. I was at the National Dairy 
Shrine Banquet when The Pie sold, 
but my dad was in attendance to wit- 
ness him sell to Golden State Breed- 
ers and The Pie Syndicate of Escalon, 
CA. Thank you again to all the buy- 
ers and for the AGA marketing ser- 
vices in helping to market Pie’s son. 

The following day was the Na- 
tional Guernsey Cow Show and the 
day for Pie and I to make our debut 
in the Expo ring. There was tremen- 
dous quality in the heifer classes the 
previous day, so I knew the cow show 
would have just as much depth from 
top to bottom. Some of the breed’s 
top cows were at the show, includ- 
ing Happy, Lux Anne, and Mary to 
name a few. It would be no easy task to win 
my class, let alone even think about Grand 
Champion. As Judge Langel gave his reasons 
on the class, and Pie and I paraded out, I was 
thrilled. Winning the class was excitement 
enough for me, but I knew the Champion- 
ship class was what the show had led up to. 
When Mr. Langel began to give his reasons 
for Grand Champion and referred to Pie as 
“a slice of heaven,” I almost forgot that I was 
at the World Dairy Expo because it seemed 
so surreal. To see my homebred cow mature 
from a calf to being in the winner’s circle at 
Madison was so incredible. I couldn’t even 
imagine being in the Supreme Champion 
Pageant the next day, the event I have always 
dreamed of leading in. 

The preparations began early on Sat-

urday morning, even though the pageant 
didn’t begin until 5:00 pm. The night be- 
fore consisted of washing Pie, finding hay 
that she’d actually eat (thank you Sniders!), 
and getting rest on both Pie’s part and mine. 
Throughout Saturday, my friends made t- 
shirts with catchy slogans like, “Our own 
slice of heaven,” “America’s favorite Pie,” 
and “Pistachio Pie’s Crew.” Many Guern- 
sey breeders walked through the tent to wish 
Pie and I good luck, as well as international 
guests and exhibitors of other breeds. There 
were comments that Pie had a shot at Su- 
preme but as a superstitious person, I didn’t

even want to think about it. When 5:00 pm 
finally rolled around, I could feel the butter- 
flies in my stomach grow. I was more excited 
for Supreme than nervous 
because I knew that I may 
never get to lead in the 
Supreme Pageant at Expo 
again. As I waited to en- 
ter the ring, the judges 
walked around us in the 
tent and wrote down who 
they thought should be 
Supreme and Reserve Su- 
preme. Leading Pie in the 
ring, as Seth Johnson in- 
troduced us and seeing the 
Guernsey contingent cheer 
with their foam fingers, is 
indescribable. To hear and 
see all the support from the 
Guernsey breeders was so 
gratifying and proves why 
the Guernsey breed is as 
respected as it is. 

The seven breed rep- 
resentatives of the Junior Show lined up 
in between the “gates” and the final ballot 
containing the winner was brought to the 
MC’s podium. GCJ Jade Varsity, the Cham- 
pion Jersey, was awarded Reserve Supreme 
Champion honors and that meant that it was 
time for Supreme. I almost had to stop and 
ask Mr. Johnson to repeat who had won 
because I couldn’t believe my ears! The 
Guernsey? Pie and I? Supreme of the Ju- 
nior Show?...The announcement echoed in 
my head as I led Pie around the ring. If I 
had thought winning Grand Champion was 
surreal, I was now floating on cloud nine. I 
had to exit the arena and line up once again 
(after a quick wardrobe change), this time 
for Supreme Champion of the Open Show. I 
was still celebrating Supreme of the Junior 
Show and couldn’t imagine what it would 
be like to win the Open Show too. I was 
competing against the likes of Lavender 
Ruby Redrose (Supreme Champion 2005), 


Llolyn Jude Griffen (Champion at numer- 
ous National shows), and the extraordinary 
Champions from the other four breeds. This 
time as I set up Pie, I was more relaxed and 
tried to take in everything around me. 
When the final tally was in, Llolyn 
Jude Griffen was named Reserve Supreme 
Champion of the Open Show. As Mr. John- 
son looked at the ballot and then looked up, 
he looked in the direction of Pie and I, or 
maybe that’s just what I was hoping. Was 
it possible the ballot read “Guernsey?” A 
Guernsey hadn’t won Supreme since 1979 
and who knew if history was about to be 
rewritten at that moment. Mr. Johnson 
calmly began his introduction of Supreme, 
to end with the infamous words “IT’S 
THE GUERNSEY!” I pulled Pie’s head 
towards me and began crying those “tears 
of joy” that you only think happen in the 
movies. As a little kid, from a small town 
in Mass., I dreamed of someday exhibiting 
the Supreme Champion at the World Dairy

Expo. In 2007, I was provided with more 
than I could have hoped for and memories 
that will last a lifetime. I mean, I always 
dreamed of being on YouTube!!!

In addition, thank you to everyone 
that assisted in preparing Pie for the shows, 
all the nice comments along the way, and 
to my professors for being understanding 
when I had to miss classes (“You’re doing 
what?!“‘). And special thanks to my family 
for allowing me to follow my passion for 
Guernseys and fall in love with the fawn and 
white cows. It takes more than just one cow 
to make breeders “Take Another Look,” and 
I commend all the Guernsey breeders for 
the strides we have made as a breed.

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Golden Guernsey Milk is Back on Store Shelues

_ hat do you do when your 
wife’s family owns a grocery 
store?” asks Kevin Stoltzfus 


of East Earl, Pa. In his case, the answer 
was to find a way to capture a premium 
for the high-quality Guernsey milk he was 
already producing at his Warwick Manor 
Farm. So, after four years of planning and 
building, Yoder’s Golden Guernsey milk 
hit store shelves in October. The milk is 
produced entirely by the 76 Registered 
Guernseys at Kevin’s farm and is sold 
exclusively at Yoder’s Country Market 
and Restaurant & Buffet, located in New 
Holland. This site is also now home to the 
bottling plant for Yoder’s Golden Guern- 
sey Milk. A viewing window from the re- 
tail area allows customers to watch as the 
milk is bottled right at the store after hav- 
ing been hauled just 2 1/2 miles from the 
Stoltzfus’ farm. “It makes sense and I’ve 
always wanted to do it,” Kevin says. 

The Yoder’s business includes a sub- 
stantial grocery store, a 200-seat restau- 


bottle washers, locating a relic from the 
1960’s for the Yoder’s operation. 

The list of equipment that needed to be 
installed is lengthy, but rather simple. A 
holding tank for the raw milk gives way 
to three tanks for the milk after it passes 
through the cream seperator, yielding 
skim, 1 2% and whole milk. After utiliz- 
ing the homogenizer and pasteurizer, the 
milk goes to three more holding tanks. 
Two machines for filling plastic and glass 
bottles fill out the inventory of equipment. 

Most dairies produce 1% and 2% milk, 
while Yoder’s has saved a step in their pro- 
cess and is bottling | 1/2 % fat milk, hop- 
ing to capture sales from consumers that 
usually buy one or the other. “It has a been 
a great success,” reports Kevin. “We’ve 
had lots of comments on the great body 
and flavor of the 1 4% milk, even from 
people used to drinking 2%.” 

While few customers have commented 
on the golden color of the Guernsey milk, 
some have noticed the difference when it 
is next to commercial milk. “We have had

ity of their Golden Guernsey milk and ice 
cream, while including an endearing photo 
of one of the cows. 

“We have had a nice response from peo- 
ple that remember the old Golden Guernsey 
products and also lots of new people that 
can really taste the difference,” says Kevin, 
who reports that he hears that the low-fat 
milk has much better flavor and body to it 
“time and time again.” 

Kevin and his wife Dina have three chil- 
dren Kaila, Karli and Kolby. It has only been 
eight years since the couple began milking

cows on their own, moving from a rented 
farm to their own new facilities in 2001. The 
planning process was extensive. After visit- 
ing many small dairies and inquiring as to 
the source of their processing equipment, 
they settled on Agri-Services LLC of Hag- 
erstown, Md., to take care of locating and 
installing the required equipment. “We are 
really comfortable with them,” says Kevin. 
“Small dairies are a specialized business — 
some (equipment) companies will work with 
them and others won’t.” 

Agri-Services 
took care of locat- 
ing and _ installing 
all the equipment 
needed to set up the 
Golden Guernsey 
processing __ plant. 
One of the advan- 
tages that drew 
Stoltzfus to them 
is the fact that they 
locate and recondi- 
tion all the equip- 
ment themselves, 
while many other 
companies just do 
brokering or recon- 
ditioning - but not 
both. They are also 
one of the few com- 
panies he found that 
work with glass 


tic containers and sold exclusively in the Yoder's facilities. 
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Kevin, “but since we don’t sell any other 
milk in our store, there isn’t a good basis 
for comparison.” 

The whole planning process really start- 
ed for Kevin and Dina back in 2003. The 
family visited many existing operations and 
were really starting to look seriously at bot- 
tling their own milk. Then, tragedy struck as 
Kevin broke both of his ankles in a freak ac- 
cident with his old TMR cart in 2004. “That 
set us back about six months while we tried 
to make sure everything was going to be OK 
on the farm itself,” remembers Kevin. 

Finally, in 2006, they broke ground on the 
new building, which also included a 25,000 
square foot addition to the grocery store. 

“The state was very cooperative in help- 
ing us get all the proper processing permits. 
If we had started processing in an existing 
building, it would have gone really fast,” he 
says. The fact that the family was adding 
a significant addition to an existing build- 
ing in a commercial area provided several 
frustrating delays along the way. 

“Tt took about six months to get every- 
thing to the plant and another three months 
to get everything hooked up and installed,” 
says Kevin. 

In October 2007, the first Golden 
Guernsey milk to appear commercially on 
the market in nearly a decade hit the shelves 
at Yoder’s Country Market. 

“Tt was nice that we had the new addi- 
tion because we had new dairy cases that 
were sitting there waiting for our product,” 
says Kevin. “We put up lots of signs an-

nouncing that the Golden Guernsey milk 
was coming.” 

Yoder’s Golden Guernsey milk is 
priced nearly the same as most other milk 
in the area since Kevin feels consumers in 
his area are very price conscious. As a re- 
sult, Warwick Manor is sending nearly all 
their milk to be bottled as Yoder’s Golden 
Guernsey milk. Just one or two loads are 
shipped to his local milk co-op. 

“As we get into making more ice cream, 
I expect to use all our milk,” Kevin says. 

Now that the bottling operation is off 
and running, Stoltzfus is turning his atten- 
tion to making ice cream. The processing 
plant is home to a pair of ice cream freezers 
as well as two vats to make the ice cream 
mix. Kevin reports that many operations 
will send their milk and cream to a plant and 
have a mix made, then freeze it themselves. 
He prefers to produce his own mix, impart- 
ing extra quality in the Golden Guernsey 
Ice Cream that results. The seasonality of 
ice cream sales are a potential problem for 
the business model here, yet Kevin seems 
confident in his ability to continue moving 
the product. Because they control every as- 
pect of the business from cow to consumer, 
Yoder’s can make adjustments to produc- 
tion and pricing to offset these seasonal 
fluctuations in demand. Kevin is confident 
that he is operating at the right level now to 
fulfill the fluid milk demands of the store 
while utilizing the extra cream as ice cream 
throughout the year. 

Kevin’s ultimate goal is to market 
about a dozen flavors of ice cream. Cur- 
rently Yoder’s Vanilla is in the store with 
Chocolate in development. Yoder’s Country 
Market sells only Yoder’s Golden Guernsey 
Milk, yet the competition remains in their 
ice cream cases. “If I took over all the ice 
cream business in the store I couldn’t keep 
up with the demand for cream,” says Kevin. 
Yoder’s ice cream is not the most expensive 
product in the store, but neither is it among 
the cheapest. 

To improve the efficiency of the pro- 


cessing equipment 
in the dairy, plans 
are being made to 
bottle juice drinks, 
iced tea and water 
for sale at Yoder’s 
in the future. 

The War- 
wick Manor 
Guernsey _ herd 
has undergone 
some changes 
recently as well. 
In anticipation of 
the demand for 
milk at Yoder’s, 
Kevin built the 
milking herd up 
to 76 Registered 
Guernseys although the relatively new tie- 
stall barn has just 50 stalls. Last October, the 
farm added a new 125’ x 200’ loose hous- 
ing barn just behind the tie-stall barn. The 
building is actually a steel warehouse that 
was taken down at the store site. By add- 
ing a new roof and curtain sides, Warwick 
Manor has a spacious and sturdy barn for 
their growing herd. The new barn includes 
a drive-through feed alley and composted 
bedded packs on either side that allow for 
two groups of cows. The herd is sorted into 
the two groups based on production. The 
cows are still milked in the tie-stall barn, 
but are fed a TMR in the second barn. 
“Being able to feed TMR to two different 
groups has really helped us,” says Kevin. 
The stale cows in one group are fed much 
more dry hay in their TMR, helping them 
produce more valuable butterfat for the 
dairy. By switching to a new upright mixer, 
the farm has been able to add dry hay to the 
entire TMR, rather than feeding it separate- 
ly. “We are making a more conscious effort 
to improve fat through breeding too, while 
not giving up any 
of the type traits 
that are impor- 
tant to us,” Kev- 
in confirms. He 
also notes that he 
is watching the 
protein content 
of the milk as he 
feels this is an 
important factor 
in the extra body 
and flavor being 
reported by Yo- 
der’s customers. 
The herd current- 
ly has an RHA of 
15,308M 4.7% 
T19F 3.3% 510P. 

The attention 
to cow comfort 
and excellent 
care that is evi- 


dent during any visit to Warwick Manor has 
allowed Kevin to house cows for some other 
Guernsey enthusiasts. The Rutter Brothers 
milking cows, shown by Kelly and Terri 
Johnson, now make their home here, including 
Rutter Bros Regis River, the HM All-Ameri- 
can Sr. 2-Year-Old in 2006. Friendship Farm 
of New York has kept cows at the farm. El- 
sie Wolff of nearby Quarryville, Pa., houses 
her Hollow View milking cows at Warwick 
Manor and can be seen helping the Stoltzfus 
family at many shows. “Kevin has been a 
longtime friend of mine and always wanted 
to have his own herd of Guernseys. His wish 
has come true...1 am lucky to have a farm 
with such facilities to house my Guernseys,” 
says Elsie. 

Throughout the construction of the new 
farm and the processing facility, finding 
time to compete in the show ring at the All- 
American Dairy Show in Harrisburg has 
remained important. Warwick Manor ex- 
hibited an All-American nominated Sum- 
mer Yearling in 2005 and had their Jr. Best 
Three Females nominated that same year. 
They sold a heifer that was nominated All- 
American Spring Yearling in 2004. To truly 
appreciate the quality of this outstanding 
herd of cows, one needs to visit the farm 
to see cow after cow exhibiting a sound, 
functional mammary system. This uniform 
quality was evident as Warwick Manor 
cows graced the cover of Hoard’s Dairy- 
man magazine as the Guernsey class for 
their judging contest in 2006. 

An article in the August 2001 issue of 
the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal reported 
on the new farming operation that Kevin 
and Dina had started. At the close of the 
article Kevin mentions a goal of someday 
marketing Golden Guernsey milk just as his 
grandfather had done. Raymond and Elma 
Peachey, Kevin’s grandparents, bottled milk

The Continuation of Dr. Berousek's Research from the November GBJ 


Correction: My memory didn't serve me too well in defining selection differential. In making a selection, the 
selection differential is actually what is available to choose from. It is the variability in quality from top to 
bottom. The more the variability, the larger the selection differential. 


In low heritability traits use of an index may enhance your selection program. Legates and Lush (1954) 
undertook to derive an index (using Jersey data) for more accurate intra-herd selection for fat production 
by utilizing all the information on the individual cow and her close relatives. The statistics they used were: 
1. repeatability of fat records of the same cow (0.412); 2. correlation between fat records of maternal half 
sisters (0.073); 3. correlation between paternal half sisters (0.120); and 4. heritability of fat production 
(0.201). They calculated that the progress to be expected by use of the index for selections would generally 
be 1.10 to 1.15 times faster than by making selections on the cows own performance. 


Various production and type traits can be used in a selection index. Every breeder consciously or uncon- 
sciously uses some kind of an index in making selections. An index can be devised whereby each trait 

is given a numerical value. These scores are then totaled and the animals that don't measure up to the 
standard set beforehand are culled or not purchased if the breeder is buying at a sale etc... If a breeder goes 
to a sale to buy a cow and he chooses one of eight available he has actually culled seven. Culling in some 


form is usually always involved with selection. 


The American Guernsey Association has two indexes. Cow Production Index (CPI) for females, and Produc- 
tion Type Index (PTI) for bulls. The traits used are the same in both. In the past they were one third Protein 
Production; one third Fat Production; and one third Type Final Score. They were changed to the following 
in November of 2006: 25% Protein; 25% Fat; 10% Type Final Score; 10% Udder Composite; 10% Feet & Leg 
Composite; 10% Productive Life; 4% Somatic Cell Count; 3% Dam Pregnancy Rate; and 3% Strength. All 
values are gained using PTA (Predicted Transmitting Ability) figures. 


In this study using Guernsey data no positive genetic correlation between type and production was found. 
The breeder who places economic value on type and desires to make genetic gain in type and production 
simultaneously will have to place separate emphasis to both since they are not tied together genetically. 
They use of a selection index should prove beneficial. Reproduction can be a factor in selection.
